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An account of a Stone grown to an iron Bodkin in 
the bladder of a Boy. communicated by Dr. Lifter 
Fellow of the Royal Society. 

FI G. 3 represents a Stone which was cut oat of the 
bladder of a Boy at Paris by Monfieur Cola: the iron 
bodkin , to which the Stone grew , and which paflfes 
through the middle of it, had been thruft up into the 
bladder by the boy himfelf .about two years before the in- 
cifion. The Stone was prefented by the above named 
Chirurgeon to his late Majeftie of England, amongft 
whofe rarities it is now preserved, and by whofe favour 
and permiffion I caufed this draught to be made of it* 
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
